breakers. The false idols and [mages 
enee, religion ami every depart- 
ment of knowledge and belief, which 
generations of men bavecherisbed, 
are rapidly crumbling under the I, lows 
dealt them by the independent thinkers 
and workers of to-day. Bat many 
images still stand, sad among them is 
Genius, Genius is an image, and is 
worshipped by toons inds. 
There are few boys, I cannot speak 
1 to girls, as 1 
know but few of them, and what few I 
know are lather bard to understand) 
who ]>a.ss through college without, at 
some period in their coursi — usually 
about their sophomore year — becoming 
infatuated with the idea of saying some- 
thing in prose or verse, or doing some- 
thing that shall indicate extreme pro- 
fundity of thought, and smack of genius, 
ly become so bad off as 
to ajie the very habits, manners and 
! learn them— 
ie man of acknowledged merit. 
ami are seen s. it the col- 



lege grounds with long hair, broad turn- 
down collars, slouch bat or some other 
oddity of dress. 

Tins is a species of hero-worship, and 
seems to thrive best around colleges and 
.seminaries of learning. 

it is my intention to speak for a very 
few minutes tins afternoon upon the 
subject— Genius — and consider whether 
it is worthy the blind adoration it so 
often receives. 

What then is genius, or, rather let us 
personify the quality, aud consider Who 
is a lien ins ? 

There is a class of thinkers, among 
whom is Mr. Buckle, who hold that a 
genius is a man whom circumstances 
has raised to greatness. They hold that 
human progress, of whatever kind, is 
one, not of capacity, but of opportunity, 

Shakspeare is ofjien quoted as favoring 
this view of the subject, when — in Ju- 
lius Ca'sar — lie makes Brutus say to 
Cassius. as he urges him to pri 
Pbillippi, " There is a tide in the affairs 
of men which, taken at the flood, leads 
on to fortune : omitted, all tire voyage 
of their life is bound in shallows and in 
miseries."' But in the very bh me play 
Shakspeare makes! 'assiussay to Brutus, 
as he endeavors to rouse the ambition 
of the latter: "Men at some time are 
masters of their fates. The fault, dear 
Brutus is not in our stars, but in our- 
selves that we are underlings." Aud 
tin- latter sentiment is as true as the 
former. Who have been the men who 
have won places lor themselves in his- 
tory? Were they not those who were 
never cowed by circumstances V Who 
improved them if favorable, but who 
overcame them if in the way ? 

I grant there are a gnat many chil- 
dren of circumstances, and among them 
are to be numbered the tens of thous- 
ands who yearly go down to nameless 
graves. 

Circumstances may, and do exercise 
great influence when they come oppor- 
tunely, bijl they cannot draw out of a 
man what was never in him. and many 
an one makes a failure id' life by allow- 
ing himself to drift lazily along in a cur- 
rent of circumstances which tends to 
carry him away from his natural bent. 

lint another class of thinkers, while 
they reject the theory that men are 
necessarily what circumstances have 
made them, yet claim for men of genius 
(and geniuses have never claimed it for 
themselves) divine inspiration. Not 
a continuous inspiration — for. as Hor- 
ace says, even Homer sometimes n 
but inspiration at such times as they 

achieved their immortal works. ( if 
such believers I ask: Are not all men 
inspired in just the same sense of the 
term ? 

Resides the daily portion of life which 



comes to each one of us, are there not 
sional moments of increased vital- 
ity, when the mind seems filled with 
light, and when great thoughts sweep 
over the soul and deep feelings seem to 
rise from the very well-springs of life? 

Are there not times in everyone's life 
when, in the peaceful serenity which a 
gorgeous sunset or other gland display 
of nature, induces the soul to forget the 
petty cares and annoyances of earth- 
life and goes out into a refreshing at- 
here of new joy and gladness 
which seems a foretaste of the life be- 
yond ? 

I believe that sometimes in moments 
of meditation and reverie, when some 
unusual event has roused his mental, 
faculties to action, the commonest man 
forms conceptions of power, of beauty, 
and of Sublimity as grand as Milton's. 
and is thrilled with emotions which, 
were they written down as Shakspeare 's 
were, would stamp him as a genius. 
Why. the very fact that geniuses are 
uized, that their works are under- 
stood and appreciated, shows that other 
men are of kindred nature. 

There have been inspired men on our 
earth, their words and works are record- 
ed in the "Book of Hooks," bat our 
geniuses have been mortals like our- 
selves, with no farther inspiration than 
others may have if they will open the 
windows of their souls for the reception 
of the sweeter inllnences and higher 
truths which always wait to come in. 

lint is there any necessity for resort- 
ing to the theory of inspiration to ex- 
plain how a few men have won a wide- 
1 reputation for superior mental 
ability? Is there no key to greatness. 
which, if employed by ordinary minds, 
will make greatness commoner ? At 
any rate, of this much we are certain : 
Attention, application, singleness of 
purpose and perseverance have charac- 
terized the life ot every recognized gen- 
ius: and abseil •■ qualitie 
characterized the life of every recogniz- 
ed ignorant 

All that the world sees of any mind 
are the results of its previous labor. 

A book is published, and takes its 
readers by storm ; or a battle is fought 
and won . and the 

world is astonish, d. But if it were |>os- 
sible to get behind if we 

could know how much writing, re-writ- 
ing, arranging, transposing, en 
out and interlining the writer had lav- 
ished upon his work before it was pre- 
sentable: if we ni how many 
anxious hi Dander o 
victorious army had 
topography of the 

ioil and weak poi 
the enemy, and in personally attending 
to the thousand details of preparation 
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for a struggle among his own troops 
v. liicli he well knew was the only way to 
uisuri . we would cease wonder- 

ing, and regard the results as simply 
natural— inevitable. 

We estimate greatness by compari- 
andaretoo apt to yield the palm 
: erior mental ability to one who 
has achieved greater results than an- 
other in any direction, while perchance 

reatest difference lies in the deg 
of attention and perseverance which 
•tively manifested. 

Revenge, rivalry, ambition, resistance 
ipression, the strong impulse and 
effort which the cold sneers and biting 
sarcasm of eomrad i iders in a 

tive mind, are goads which have 
Spurred many ordinary men on togreat- 
They a icceeded because they 
ed with all the energy of their na- 
tures and persevered. And why will 
not higher motives of action workout 
a still higher greatness, if backed by the 
same unremitting labor ? 

I do not overlook or under-estimate 
the great differences in the natural en- 
dowments of men. 1 only bold that 
there is no genius like the genius of la- 
bor, and that the world's prizes are of- 
tener w. by industry than by natural 
ability. 

.But men are differently constituted, 
and doubtless everyone who is set 
on life's sea is especially adapted for 
some particular coarse in his v 
over it, and his success in life will de- 
pend upon his following out the course 
be is naturally fitted to pursue, lint it 
is a matter of common observation that 
many men, blinded by storms of afflic- 
tion or necessity, enticed by the fair 
prospects which a perlidious fancy pict- 
ures, becalmed by laziness, or engulfed 
in the mists of pride and falsity, have 
lost their bearings and wandered entire- 
ly out of the course they were intended 
to take. 

And right here some may draw the 
distinction between a true genius and 
Other men. They hold that a man of 
genius is drawn to the work lie is to ac- 
complish like a magnet to the pole . and 
is so bent on his mission that nothing 
can BW< rve him from it. 

It makes a grand picture, at a dis- 
tance, to imagine a few great and illu- 
mined minds persistently struggling - 
award, and drawing after them 
the ungifted, blinded and miseral 
mainder of humanity. But, unfortu- 
nately for the picture, this one. like all 
others of man's creation, becomes but a 
daub on nearer approach. 

1 know of but one instance of a life 
■tly grand ami consistent through- 
out, which did not waste its em 
upon side-issues, but made its • 
thought, word and deed, from birth to 
death, contribute to theaccomplishment 
of its life-work. It is the life of the 
God-man. 

All other lives have been inconsistent 
and vacillating. None other has seen 
ad from the beginning, and ap- 
proached it steadily from the first. 

From shops and farms have arisen 
the brightest stars in the world's galaxy 

true that most of them early dis- 

l the qualities which afterwards 

Immortalized them: and so do other 
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men manifest their individuality as soon 
as they are allowed to act for them- 
selves. But they saw no more of the fu- 
ture than other men see. They doubt- 
less dreamed, as everyone dreams, and 
mapped out for themselves upon the 
great land of the future. of re- 

nown, pinnaclesof lame or fairy islands 
of peace and joy, as their ambition 
prompted them. 

But dreams cunt nothing in the bat- 
tle for distinction, except as they influ- 
ence action, ami it has ben hard work, 
rightly applied, that has won for geniuses 
their laurels. 

We are fond of the marvelous, and 
are slow to realize that permanent laws 
of cause and effect — the same laws 
which govern all seed-time and harvest 
— are slowly but surely working out the 
problem of individual prominence, are 
writing the history of gjrery nation and 
of every man, woman and child inevery 
nation. But so it has always been, and 
will ever be. Men reap as they sow— 
for action and industry, reality and suc- 
cess : for laziness, failure. 

I c.ii! see no reason for belief in the 
of a race of demigods and 
venture to predict that when, at the call 
of the Master, we <|iiit this world for 
the other, we shall And the multitude of 
aimless, unhappy and unsatisfactory 
lives which are passed here on earth, 
are but the results of buried treasures. 
and that our men of genius only merit 
the benediction which always comes to 
the faithful.

Again we seat ourselves iu the big arm chair,

The fall term of the Mt. Carroll Seminary has 
Opened full of promise. Twenty years ago last 
spring two young ladies, graduates Ol the Normal 
School at Albany. N. V.. entered Mt. Carroll on 
a literary prospecting tour. Struck with the 
beauty Of the situation, and regarding it as favor- 
able for a seminary for learning, they concluded 
to start one. Twice a similar enterprise, in the 
hands of a clergyman, had haled : and their fail- 
ure was predicted. Th»v opened their school one 
rainy May morning with eleve) no one 

of them more than 12 years old. They perw vered 
and before the end of the term they had forty 
Scholars. In two or three years they ptn 
five acres of land in the southern part of the vil- 
lage, and put up what was then regarded as a 
large brick board ing house. Twice that building 
lias l>,-,-n enlarged, and still it is crowded.

school as pupils. For seventeen years the origi-

liocii accumulated. Three years ago Mi-s c. M. 
Gregory Sold her half interest to her associate, 
.Mis. France Woods Shinier, for si,,,,.,, and Mrs. 
S. conducts the school alone. It has sever been 
better patronized or more popular. For nine 
years it has been a strictly female seminary. lis 
grounds are more attractive than any other with 
which I am acquainted in this State : ami its in- 
ternal arrangements and facilities for instruction 
in the sciences, music, painting, etc., are admira- 
ble. The Bomber of, teachers, I think, is nine.— 
lir. Shinier has the best collection in ornithology 
in Western Illinois.

If parents or guardians-wish to furnish paefcet 
money for any necessary purchases, it should be

Borrowing and lending money, or any article 
of clothing among the students, is strictly for- 
bidden. Merchants and shopkeepers in town are 



earnestly requested not to give credit to any stu- 
dent, unless previous iiertnission to that effect is 
given by the parents or guardians. 

Damage*— The occupants of each room shall 
be .answerable for Hie damage done to it during 
the time of occupancy. 

Light*.— Students are not permitted to USO any 
explosive burning fluids. 

Correspondence,— -an extensive trifling corres- 
pondence is highly pernicious to pupils, and 
should not be allowed. It is hoped parents will 
communicate their wishes in this matter, and fur- 
nish to the Principal a list of correspondents ap- 
proved by them. Should pupils In their corres- 
pondence with home friends express dissatisfac- 
tion, or complain of the rules of the school, or 
anything pertaining thereto, the Principal earn- 
estly urges the propriety and justice of being in- 
formed without delay, in order that the wrong, 
if there be any, may be searched out and cor- 
rected. A prompt, frank communication from 
the persons immediately concerned, will i- 
that attention the importance of the case may 
demand.
